never faile to produce in the re-t of Europe. In ell these affaire the 
English Foreign Minister took an active diplomatio part, but wo 
confine ourselves bere to bie interference in the affairs of Sicily. 
There had been a friendly feeling between Sivily aud Eu gland 
sipoe the war with Napoleon, aud though no treaty bouud us 
to interfere in their bebalf, yet we had always eympathised with 
their welfare. When they therefore revolted from the Neapoliten Go- 
vernment and appealed to Englard for assistance they found a 
minister who was not indiap aed tolisten to their appeal.

LORD PALMERSTON express: da desire in his will tobe buried at Bom«ey 
Cemetery, near Broadlands, Hegts, aud, in socordance with this 
wich, every preptration was made for carrying it into effect. It 
was, however, determined otherwise. The sudden alteration wbioh 
took place in the arrangements for the burial of Lord Palmerst:n 
was caused by the receipt of а communication which arrived at 
B-ooket Hall in the af-ornoon of Sanday last, to the effect that it 
was the wish of the Queen, provided the family of the deo d 
had no objection, that Lord Palmerston should have a publio 
funeral, aud that bis mortal remsins should be deposited in West- 
minster Abbey. All the origtnsl arrangements had, therefore, at 
onoe to be cancelled, and Mr. Bantiog, the undertaker who had 
charge of tho funeral, was instrnoted to odnvey the coffin coutaiu- 
ing the body to towa. For this purpose & hearse with four horses 
was despatched to Brooket Hall, and the боа having been plaoed 
therein at (en a.m on Monday, this most simplo of funera! prooss- 
sions started for town. А fow people clustered abont tbe doors of 
the Hall to see it start, and at На! -| v Potter's Bar, Baroet, Wheat 
st ne, and Finchley, tbroogh эм 9 passed, the shops were all 
olos-d, aud the villsgere assembled fa groups aod reverently un- 
covered as it passed by. Тһе start was made carly in the 
morning, in order thst the hearse might bo away from 
the Hall before the ladies were stirring, but the jouruey was 
performed so slowly that the hearse did not arrive at Cambridgo 
Honse until twenty minutes to six pm. There was no crowd ia 
the »treet, beovuse no one kuew whose body lay on that plain blaok 
Мег, and ín the Hall were only the Rev. Henry Bulivau, rector of 
Yoxsll (Lord Palmorsion's nephe s), and tue Hon. Evelyn Ashley, 
his private reoretsry, whose molanoholy duty it was to receive 
the body. Тһе oo 组 na having boen removed from the hearse by Mr.

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THE OHOLERA. 


M. DROUYN DE Lauts bas addressed a 
circular to the di agents of 
France abroad, in which he seys :-- In 
order to prevent the spread of cholera 
the Government of the Emperor has 
deemed it ₪ matter of urgent necessity 
to establish a preliminary understand- 
ing with foreign Powers and to propose 
a conference, at which delegates from 
the different States would consult with 
scientific men considered most capable 
of throwing light on the deliberations. 
The object of the conference would be 
to discover tbe fìrst causes of the 
cholera, to escertain the principal places 
in which it originates, and to study the 
obarsoterisiios of its progress. It would 
further propose ргасМол! measures for 
confining and suppressing the cholera 
upon its first appearance. l$ must be 
well understood from the commesce- 
ment that the conference, while pre- 
serving the greatest liberty of opinion, 
would neither be entitled to interfere 
in the interne] administration of any 
country, nor to take the initiative in 
any pes 0] a nature to obstruct 
the free exercises of territorial sove- 
reignty. The measnres of which the 
conference would advocate he adoption 
could only be put into practice in each 
country by the indepen text authcriza- 
tion of ite Government.’ 

M. Drouyn de Lhoys, in conolusion,

THE роке oF ARGYLL ON THE

Now, 
gentlemen, it is ₪ remarkable thing, as 
it has often appeared te me, how ill-in- 
formed many persons are on the prac- 
tical working of that constitutional Go- 
vernment under whioh we live. Meny 
of you perhaps may recollect that, some 
years ago, in consequence of 8 remark- 
able political incident, some explana- 
tions were made in the House of Oom- 
mons ₪ thie subject, and it really 
appeared almost as ìt many persons in 
this 7 then learnt for the first 
time that the Sovereiga of England is 
not, and never hae been, ₪ mere puppet, 
a mere nominal Sovereign; thet the 
Boverelgns of this country до take, and 
are expected to take, am active per- 
sonal share in that Government which 
îs conducted in their name. Now, gên- 
tlemep, I think it is a circumstance 
worthy of observation, and which ought 
to be known to all the people of t 
country, that during all the years of 
the Queen's affliction, during which she 
has lived necessarily in comparative re- 
tirement, she has omitted no part of 
thet publio duty which concerns her 
as а Sovereign of this country, that on 
no occasion during her grief has she 
atruok work, во to speak, im those publio 
duties which belong to her exalted po- 
aition ; and although we may hope and 
earnestly trust that time may yet enable 
the Queen to do many things which

but a few weeks ín the year, and re- 
guires great previous pre and 
considerable eutlay. It is & harvest, 
which, like that of the farmer, must be 
all reaped in a month, or six weeke at 
farthest ; but many а vious weak 
must be spent in pre g the drift of 
from sixteen to twenty-four large nets, 
which every crew must be supplied 
with; in arming their upper baulke 
with corks, and the lower with sinkers; 
in farniehing with the proper mounting 
the new net, or ia rebarking or repair- 
ing the old. Much, too, has to be done 
with the large boats in which the her- 
ring fishery ie prosecuted. The white 
fishing is plied mostly in light yawls of 
from eight to ten crans burden, but the 
large herring boat must carry from 
sixty to eighty; for when the shoals lie 
thick on the coast, it is no very un- 
common matter for from fifty toa hun- 
dred barrels to be caught in & single 
baul; and unless the boat were large, 
both fish and nete would have in such 
cases to be left behind. The herring 
boat is commonly ₪ distinct concera 
from the white fishing boat. 


When two lug sails have been used 
for centuries, ag in the Moray Frith, 
the one of small size on a short fore- 
mast, the other large and unwieldy on 
a mainmast nearly thrice as tall, the 
foresail is seen gradually to become 
larger, the mainsail smaller, until in 
abont ten or fifteen years the two masts 
and salis come to be of nearly equal 
size, and there is a third sail added on 
a sort of outrigger astern. Similar im- 
provements take place in the fishi 
tackle; the nets are deepened an 
lengthened, and 8 new od devised 
of arranging the buoys. 


The peculiar demands of the herring 
fishery, when the season has once fairly 
begun, diaw largely on the flsherman'e 
ingenuity. As the spawning season 
comes on, the herrings, scattered over a 
large extent of deep sea, muster into 
bodies, which inorease in size 8 
approach their breeding haunts in the 
neighbourhood of the shore. But they 
journey in mo determinate track; the 
localities in which many hundred bar- 
rels ave taken io the early part of one 
season may be vainly tried for them ia 
the ensuing one. Much, too, depends 
on the weather ; if calms or light winds 
from the shore prevail, the shoals con- 
tinue to advance, and spawn, in some 
cages, 808708 a quarter of a mile from 
the beach; but a severe storm from the 
sea breaks up their array, and sends 
them off in single night to disem- 
burden themselves in deep water. 
There are, however, certain spawning 
banks of limited extent, and of inter- 
mediate distance from the coast, like 
the bank of Gwilliam im the Moray 
Frith, which are oftener visited by the 
fish than either the deep sem or the 
littoral banks; and it is all important 
to the fisherman to bs intimately &o- 
queinted with these. On the bank of 
Gwilliam, though not much more than 
₪ mile and & half in hegth by about 
half а mile in breadth, a thousand bar- 
rele of herrings have been caught in 
one day, and several thousand 18 
in the course of a week; and yet so 
closely do the immense sheals squat 
upon the bank—a hard-bottomed ridge 
covered with sea-weed, aud flanked on 
the one side by ₪ depressed sandy piain, 
and on the other by 8 deop maddy 
hollow—that only ₪ hundred yards be- 
yond its outer edge not a single herring 
may be caught. Hence the great im- 
portance ef being acquainted with the 
exact bearings of such banks, and of 
tho various currents, as they change at 
all hours of the tide, that sweep over 
them. The skilful fisherman must be 
acquainted with the many external 
sigue that indicate the place of the Ssh 
during the esrlier part of the flahing 
aragon, while thelr track is yet Iodeter- 
mina'e and capricious; aud able at a 
later stage nicely to determine the true 
position of their more fixed haunts A 
verfeot knowledge of a large track of 
jrith or open zen is required; its dif- 
ferent soundings, currente, landmarke, 
varieties of bottom. He must have at- 
tained, too, an ability of calculation, in- 
dependent of figures, for 1 
the exact point whence his boat wil 
drift over a oertain extent of bank, at 
certaia hours of the tide, whether пеар 
ог stream; above all, he must possess 
readiness of resource and presence of 
mind. There are few professions leas 
mechanical than that of our herring 
fishers; and its ceaseless, ever varying 
demands on their ingenuity cannot be 
other than favourable in developing the

GARDENING OPEBATIONB FOR THE WEEK. 

FLOWER GARDEN.— Continue to look over &uriculas. Attend to 
pits aud frames, giving petunias, verbenas, calceolarias, &o, fre- 
quent attention, and just giving sufficient water to prevent droop- 
me: Git in a few bulbs, as advised last week. 

ITCHEN-GARDEN.— The late rains have been most acceptable to 

the garden generally, evabliog the geiting in of the remainder of 
the vegetable crops, auch as cauliflowers, cabbages, lettuces, oole- 
worts, endive, zus lots, &. Should any portion of this important 
work be left undone, let it be finished without delay. Keep the hoe 
at work in the earthiog up of plants Let all the beds be free from 
litter, so as Lotto eff ud barbour for slugs and 186008. Give air to 
frames in whioh your cauliflower, lettuoss, 80 , are coming along. 
Protect шизігоош béda with warmer coveripge. They should be 
uncovered once a week to remove any liiter, damp, חס‎ 8 
which may appear. Ground not intended to be cullivated should 
oe trerched two or three spades deep, and the ground thrown up ín 
rough ridges to have the bonelit of air, to be in readiness for spring 
plantiug.

'I heir "diamond" had & “chip” in it, and taking the 
store ont of the ring they discover that it hag a chip“ too. They 
try it in the hole on the lid of the ivory box, and find that it isa 
perfect fit.

Witness continued : Oa Tuesday my brother was missing from 
two o'clock in the afternoon. I am engaged at а jeweller’, and 
when Í left in the morning he told me to come to him at віх iu the 
evening to No. 7, Green-s:reet, Loioester-rguare, where ho was em- 
ployed, aud if not there, to go home. He was not at either place. 
I could not get into hie room, as the door was locked. I wai ed till 
nine o'olook, &ud then concladed he had gone to his young lady's.

Tue great slate quarry of Dolawen is esteemed to be one of the 

greatest curiosities ot Oaernarvonsbire It is situated about four 

miles from Llandegai, and six [rom Bangor, at the entrance of 

called Nant Frangou, and close to the road to Oapel‏ ל 
arig.‏ 

Ths summit of the slate mouotaiu is termed Y Bron, a name 
usually given to апу prominence which does not rise abruptly, and 
signifies Breast or Pap. The ascent to the apex in the last stege is 
steep and ragged, but fo gain the first awell of this arm of the 
mountain is no 01010016 task, and the prospect thence is both obarm- 
ing and extensive. The distance to the highest point may be two 
miles from the quarry, though the perpendioular height cannot 
measure more than 600 or 700 yards. 

The solid masses of slate dug from the summit to the base are 
from elgbty to 100 feet, and when the sun shines they exhibit the 
prismatic colours with great brillianoy. They ere separated by 
blasting the rock with gunpowder, or by the following process, 
which appears one of considerable danger. А small beam is fastened 
to the top of the rock, having two ropes at each end, upon which 
four, five, or six men frequently stand, and with iron erows and 
aledge bammers fiske off the slate in masses six or seven feet long, 
and from two to eight feet broad. 

The various pieces of slate are shaped upon the spot, acoordiag to 
the purposes for which they are intended, euch as tomb stones, 
chimney-pleces, covering for houses, Xo. Some are polished, aud 
others are only half finished. The produce is shipped to America, 
and to all the ports ol England.

Having effected а landing, they proceeded 
with as much speed as the little strength remainiog allowed them 
to rouse the inmates of the fort. As it happened, good Eoglich 
hearts and hands were located within the precincts of 
thoge lonely battlements, and on the first alarm, Sergeant 
Cox, of the 6:h Regiment, and the men under his charge, 
quickly roused themselves and sped to the devastating soeme. At 
the risk of their lives, and under the mont disconraging ciroum- 
stances, they Isboured bard through wind and tempest to save their 
fellow men, and bappily their labours were crowned with success, 
for after great exertious they eucoseded in saving twenty-five out of 
twenty-nine who were on board the ill-fated vessel, including the 
oap.ain and chief officers. The bodies of two of the missing men 
were afterwards recovered. By the time that much of the most 
diffisalt labour was ended doylight dawned, and the terrible news 
was forthwith sent around without a moment's delay. The friendly 
ialanders, as one man, turned out and most energetically seconded 
the efforts of the small band of the gallant Gih; but beyond the 
lives of the crew nothing elee 00814 be saved. Tho vessel wae 
literally dashed to atoms, aer rion cargo Was swallowed ap by the 
waves, and her noble lines had vanished, nothing but afew skeleton 
ribs remaining. The hal'-drowned, but rescued men, were obeer- 
fully cared for by the kindly inhabitan's ; comfortable clothing was 
provided for them, and everything done to solace them for the hard- 
ships they had suffered. The cargo of the vessel was believed to 
be fnsared for 50,0004, and little of this will be covered by what is 
saved from the remnants which have been cast sahore.
